Samuel Murphy, brother-in-law, and 
family, and John Bentz and a young­ 
er brother, Solomon, made up a party 
in two automobiles and started for 
an outing a t Hershey. 
Early in the afternoon immediately 
after eating dinner, the men of the 
party started for a swim in the pool. 
Some time elapsed after the others 
came ashore, before the young man 
was missed. 
It was not long before 
the body was located. 
For more than 
two hours efforts were made to re ­ 
suscitate the man, but all failed. 
As 
the young man was a very good swim­ 
mer, it is presumed that he was taken 
with an attack of acute indigestion. 
This is the first case of drowning 
in the Hershey pool, which has been 
open to the public for over four years 
and more than two hundred thousand 
people have bathed in it in a single 
season. 
No inquest has as yet been 
held. 
The man is survived by his parents, 
two brothers, Chester and Solomon, 
and two sisters, Mrs. Samuel A. A r­ 
nold, Franklintown, and a sister at 
home. 
The dead m an’s mother, who 
is in delicate health, is prostrated by 
the shock.
